ſons, or difference in opinions, the ſpecioug

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reaſons and pretences for with holding mer- 


ey: they are not to fay nor think within 
themſelves, with ſuch perſons we have 
no connection; or, they are ſo abominable, 
ſo wicked, abandoned, and unworthy, that 


we will ſhew them no compaſſion or help; 


but on the contrary, from the example of 
God their Saviour towards them, who are 
altogether undeferving the leaſt of his mer- 
cies, who by their manifold tranſgreſſions are 


daily forfeiting His favors, yet are continu- 


ally preſerved, and ſupplied out of the 
riches of his goddneſs, they are, on all oeca - 


Gons, to few merey to the utmoſt of their 


power. 
Theſe leſſons are moſt beautifully TO 


and exemplified in the paſſage before us.

of which, we have in the verſes preceedingy 


where we read, that while he was declaring 
the glad tidingsof Salvation, and the bleſ- 
fings of his kingdom, à certain Lawyer, 
a doctor of divinity in the ſchool of Moſes, 
propoſed a queſtion to him; not for in- 
ſtruction, but 10 tempt, to inſnare him, to 
catch ſomething out of his mouth, for 


which he might accuſe him, have him ar- 


raigned, and condemned to death. The 
B2  gueſtion 


3d. Make a practical uſe of what ſhall 
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queſtion was, of all, the moſt important, 
viz. but ſhall I do 10 inberit eternal life? 
Our Lord replied by another. What is 
written in the law? What conditions are 
required of every one, who ſhall receive 
eternal life as the reward for his own 
works? Ho readęſt thou”? ? The Law- 
yer repeated the ſum of the ten command- 


ments, which comprize the whole duty of 


man. When he had made this reply; Je- 


fus ſaid unto him, Thou haſt anſwered right, 


this do, do A L l without exception, with- 


out intermiſſion z render an uninterrupted, 


perfect obedience to the law, and thou ſhalt 
live, thou ſhalt have eternal life as the re- 
ward for thy works. It ſeems, this ſtruck 
conviction into the caviller's mind, made 
him ſenſible of his failings and ſhort com- 
ings in duty ; that in many things he had 
?ffended ; had not "fulfilled the conditions, 
and therefore could not juſtly expect the 
reward. But he, willing 10 juſtify, de- 
firous of clearing himſelf from the im- 
putation of guilt, and though a tranſgreſ- 


for, to be thought righteous, was for 
making

making diſtinctions, in order to extenu- 
ate his offences; ſo aſked, And who is my 
neighbour ? which implied, that he did 
not ſuppoſe every perſon, indiſeriminately, 


was intitled to that appellation : that ſimi- 


larity of religious ſentiments; national 
and relative connexions make a difference. 
Our Lord, to ſhew this teacher in Iſrael, 
the extent of the precept, formed a reply, 
which, whether it were a parable, or mat- 
ter of fact, as ſome think, was moſt con- 
vincing. He ſaid; A certain man went 
gown from Jeruſalem to Jericho. The man 
was a Jew : he fell among thieves, who ſtrip- 
| ped him of his raiment, wounded him, and 
left him half dead. Soon after this melan- 
choly affair, a perſon, inadvertently, going 
that road, came to the ſpot where the un- 
happy traveller lay. He proved to be a 
Prieſt, one affianced by religion, by na- 


tion, and blood with the diſtreſſed ſufferer. 


From ſuch a one every act of humanity, 
_ tenderneſs and commiſeration might be ex- 
peRted ; but ſo far from ſhewing the leaſt 


concern, 
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concern, or being at all affected at ſo la- 


mentable a ſpectacle, he turned out of the 
road, and paſſed by on the other fide. 

Immediately after, a Levite, an official 
miniſter, whoſe particular duty reſpected 
the welfare of the bodies and ſouls of men; 


| who was ever to be ready to adminiſter com- 


fort and conſolation to the afflicted, came 

to the place ; be looked on him, took an at- 

tentive ſurvey of the poor, abuſed ſufferer, 
weltering i in his blood, but without offer- 

ing any ſuccour, paſſed on and left him 

to periſh. |

heretic, one of that nation whom the Jews 


univerſally detelted and perſecuted on ac-

rences. The Jews carried their | bigatry, 
malice and hatred to ſuch an extreme, that 
they would have no dealings with this peo · 
ple: they would neither offer, nor accept 
a kindneſs from them; a devil and a Sa- 
maritan, in the eſtimation of a Jew, being 
nearly, if not quite, the ſame. One of 
this abhorred nation, as he journied, came 
where the expiring Few lay: What elſe 
could be expected from one fa ill treated, 


but that his revenge would be pleaſed and 
gratified with the misfortune ? But con- 


trary to ſuch a ſurmiſe, ſoon as the Sama- 
ritan ſaw him, the deplorable ſituation ex- 
tinguiſhed every ſpark of animoſity z he no 
longer * conſidered the imbittered foe, but

the diſtreſſed fellow- creature. Though on 


a journey, probably of much concern, and 


which might require immediate diſpatch; 
yet he ſtop'd, alighted, and by every poſ- 
. ſible 
unſo Salvation, cannot have a more refined entertain- 
ment than what this delightful author affords, whoſe 
- writings, next to thoſe of the inſpired penmen, are 


perhaps, the moſt improving and plea/ing of any extant, 
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ſible demonſtration of tenderneſs and af» 
fection, proved how ſincerely he ſympa- 
thized in the ſtranget's calamity : the oil 
and wine, provided for his own neceſiary 
refreſhment, he generouſly pat ted with, to 
convert into an healing balſam, with which 
he bound up the wounds of the almoſt- 
expiring ſufferer. Having afforded what 
relief he could, he ſat him on his 
own beaſt, conducted him to an inn, 
defrayed the preſent exigences, and 
gave a ſtrict charge that nothing might 
be wanting, which could be inſtrumental 
to his recovery; promiſing to repay at 
his return, every expence of lodging, 
maintenance and cure. — Our Lord, 
then, turning to the queriſt, aſked, 
Which now of theſe three, thinteſt thou- 
was neighbour unto him that fell among 
the thieves? The relation was ſo ſtrik- 
ing, that the Lawyer could not re- 
fuſe to determine juſtly, though he there- 
by condemned himſelf. The anſwer was 
indeed extorted: It is evident he was un-

willing to make an honorable mention of 
the Samaritan's kindneſs, by avoiding his 
name, and inſtead thereof, ſaying, H 
that ſhewed mercy en him. Being convict- 
ed of the error of his own narrow prin- 
ciples, and conſtrained, though unwilling- 
ly, to approve the Samaritan's behavior; 
Jeſus ſaid to him, Go, and do thou likewiſe. 
Learn from this inſtance to eſteem every 
| perſon as your neighbour z and to prove 
yourſelf ſuch to them by every act of 
kindneſs, benevolence and charity. 

The literal ſenſe of the paſſage affords 


a ſtrong motive for the exerciſe of -univer- 


ſal compaſſion, as it declares it to be our 


duty to reſpect every perſon as our neigh- 
bour; and always by all means to uſe the 


ability God hath given us, for their re- 


lief. But the ſpiritual ſenſe is a much 
ſtronger motive. — Let us then view the 
paſſage in this light : which is the next 
particular, viz. e 

2d. To enquire into the ſpiritual in- 
ſtruction of the paſſage. 
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All commentators agree in ſuppoſing 
that by the Samaritan, we are to under- 
ſtand the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, which is 
certain; becauſe our Lord, in anſwer to 
the Lawyer's queſtion, having convinced 
him that none can be ſaved for their 
own works, unleſs they obey the law in 
ALL things, inſtructed him by this pa- 
rable in the way of Salvation. He began 
by ſhewing the deſperate condition of 
mankind by the fall: who though origi- 
nally placed in he poſſeſſion of peace, (for 
fo the word Jeruſalem lignifies,) yet being 
aſſailed by the enemy of ſouls, falling into 
the path and ſnare of the devil, was plun- 
dered, ſpoiled, firipped of his raiment, the 
robes of Innocence, Righteouſneſs and 
Holineſs — wwaunded by fin: and left half 
dead; the firſt tranſgreſſion was the death 
wound to the human nature. Man then 
had nothing but an animal life in common 
with the brutes, and that ſubject to a ſpee- 
dy expiration. Soon as fin entered, the 
earthly part of man was dying ; but his 
ſoul, that moment, was actually dead; ſe- 
parated 
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parated from union with God, who is ſpi- 
ritual life. The firſt offence was commit - 
ted not merely by Adam, as a private per- 


ſon, but by the human nature. It was the 


human nature that ſinned, ſo every indi- 
vidual, partaking of that nature, becomes 
ſubject to death. Man, fallen from that 
ſtate of happineſs, in which he was ctea- 
red, could not by any inherent power of 
his own, reſtore himſelf : an angel's arm 
could not ſnatch his body from temporal 


death, much leſs his ſoul from n 


and eternal. 

In the beginning, immediately hi the 
fall, ſacrifices of ſlain beaſts were inſtitu- 
ted, and the firſt-born of the family was 
the Prieſt to offer them : But the ſacrifices 
themſelves had no efficacy: it being impoſ. 
fible that the blood of bulls, or of goats, or 
of other animals fhould take away Ain; the 
prieſts by theſe means could make no rea} 
atonement, ſo they paſſed away. 5 

In aftertimes the levitical diſpenſation, 
conſiſting of various ceremonies, oblations, 

2 C4 | and. 
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and purifications, took place. Which, 
though by its outward obſervance decla- 
red a more attentive regard to man's mi- 
ſery, could not waſh out the ſtains of ſin, 
heal the wounds of guilt, and make him a- 
live from the dead: fo, like the Levite, 

this alſo, paſſed away. 
Man, ſeduced by ſatan, robbed of all 
good, ſtripped of his Righteouſneſs, 
wounded in his body and foul, dead in treſ- 
paſſes and fins, muſt have periſhed ; had 
not Jeſus Chriſt, the good Samaritan, 
come to his relief. — The treatment HE 
met with, juſtified the character he aſſu- 
med on this occaſion, for he was deſpiſed, 
ſcorned, ridiculed, accounted worſe than 
any; ſaid to be a blaſphemer, and à devil: 
but he patiently endured; when be was re- 
viled, be reviled not again; did not grow 
weary in well doing, but overcame evil with 
good. By every action in his life and 
death, he demonſtrated his ready forgive- 
neſs, great compaſſion, and exceeding 
love. He infinitely ſurpaſſed every in- 
ftance 
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ſtance of human friendſhip and regard; 
for greater love can no man ſhew than to lay 
down I /ije for his ER1END but Chriſt died 
for his EX EMI ES; for the * rebellious, 
the + ungodly ; the utterly unworthy. — To 


redeem mankind from eternal death and 


miſery, Jeſus, Jehovah the Savior, a coe- 
qual and coeternal perſon in the Godhead 
laid aſide his glory; viſited them in their low 
eftate. HE, who is God over all, bleſſed 
for ever, was found in faſhion as a man: HE 
came, and bound up the wounds, which ſin 
had made; poured the balſam of life, his 
own moſt precious blood; in his love and in 
bis pity be redeemed them, he, bis own ſelf, 
Carried, bare the fins of, and the puniſh- 
ment due 10 bis people in his own body : 
cloatbed them with the garments of Salva- 
tion, covered them with the robe of bis own 
Righteouſneſs, as the good ſhepherd of the 
fold brought them into his church, took 
care of them by his ſpecial providence ; 


nouriſhed and fed them with the words of 
eternal life. And when he departed, left

two perpetual pledges of his love, the Sa- 
. eraments, give charge to his miniſters 3» » 
Walch and feed bis people with knowledge 
and inſtruction; promiſing at his return 10 
reward every one according to his works. 
Herein, the bleſſed Jeſus ſet HIMSE L F 
forth as the bountiful reliever of the di- 
ſtreſſed ; the almighty phyſician z the only 
Savior; And in anſwer to the queſtion, 
What muſt I do to be ſaved ? informed the 
Lawyer, that 10 the offering of flain 
beaſts; but the ſacrifice of Meſſiah, the 
Lamb of God, could make atonement for 
tranſgreffors : that remiſſion of ſins was 
only to be had through the offering of bis 
body, and the ſhedding of his blood. And, 
that nothing but an intereſt in the ever- 
laſting righteouſneſs, which Meſſiah was 
to bring in, could entitle him to eternal 
Our Lord to convince this man, who 
came with an ill deſign, with malice and 
F rancour in his heart, of Hs exceeding 
4 great love ; proved to him, by this exam- 
1 . ple, 


t 5.) 
ple, his good will towards ſinners ; who, 
though tranſgreſſors from the womb, he 
freely forgave all treſpaſſes : though pol- 
luted and filthy with ſin, he would not re- 
je&, but cleanſe, them from every defile- 
ment; though naked and deſtitute, would 
eloathe them in complete righteouſneſs ; 
bind up the broken in heart, reſtore ſpi- 
ritual life, preferve them by his almighty 


power, and at his ſecond coming receive 


them to himſelf, make them everlaſtingly 


bleſſed and happy in the kingdom of his 
Father. 

From this inſtance of divine Philan- 
thropy, this excellent loving kindneſs of God 
our Savior, who 7s no reſpecter of m_ 
whoſe mercy is over all his works; who 


came to ſeek and to ſave the loft, the 


miſerable, the wretche.!, the very chief of 
Anners: He inſtructed this teacher in 
ifrac}, and all mankind, to learn of him, 
to put on, as the elett of God, bowels 
of mercy; kindneſs, long ſuffering, ever 
ready to d gaod, even to enemies; not 
gontenting 
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cofitenting themſelves when opportunity 


ſhould offer; but to ſeek after ſuch, whoſe 


| ſituation and circumſtances in life con- 
ceal from the public eye; who, through 


the ſeduction of others, or by their own 
neglect, miſconduct, folly, or ſin, have 
brought ſore calamity on themſelves, in- 
ſomuch as to be aſhamed to ſolicit aſ- 
ſiſtance, and yet for want thereof are 
ſinking under their miſeries—to relieve 
theſe, doing good to their bodies and 
ſouls; hopins for nothing again, and, 
ſaith he, your reward ſhall be great, ye 
ſhall be the children of the Higheſt, 
for He is kind unto the unthankful, 
and to the eyil: Be ye therefore mer- 

ciful as your father alſo is merciful. 
Theſe are the ſweet leflons of humanity, 
which the bleſſed Jeſus teaches his diſci- 
ples, not by precept only, but example, 
himſelf the pattern, The motive, on 
which we are to exerciſe mercy is God's 
great goodneſs to us. Herein is love,

Through the charitable contributions of 
well-diſpoſed perſons, many inſtitutions, | 
for the relief of the indigent diſtreſſed, 
have been founded. Theſe, under God, 
have been the means, not only of pro- 
viding for the reſtoration of the health, 
and affording comfort to the body; but 
alſo have been inſtrumental for the bene- 

fit 
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fit of the DD ſoul. Chriſtiati ad- 


monition and inſtruction are to the lat- 
ter, what food, cloathing and phyſic are 
to the former. When theſe are diſpenſed, 
the whole man is furniſhed with every 
neceſſary: that thouſands and tens of 
thouſands ate deſtitute of theſe, daily ob- 
ſervation muſt Have convinced every one. 
All who have learned that divine leſſon 
of doing to others, as they would others 
ſnould do unto them, were they in their 
ſituation; feel their hearts affected, and 
like the Samaritan, gladly contribute of 
what they poſſeſs towards the neceſſities 
of others. 

Among the various inftiturtoris f in this 
metropolis for the relief of the miſerable, 
ſome wholly neglect, and others but par- 
tially provide for the recovery of thoſe, 


who are the unhappy ſubjects of the worſe 


miſery ſin has brought upon the bodies 
of men. One reaſon, generally aſſigned, 
for not admitting ſuch patients is, it would 
be an encouragement for vice; if this ar- 
D 2 gument 
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gument were well founded, it would prove 
that the Grace of God tends to licen- 
tiouſneſs—as if, begauſe God has provided 
a free, full, perfect ſal vation for the ſin- 
ful, ruined, vngeſerving human race, that 
therefore I E is the miniſter of ſip 4 which, 
is blaſphemy to ſuppoſe; whereas we are; 
taught, that he Grace, the free favor of; 
God, which. bringeth ſalvation, teaches men. 
to day all ungodlineſs, and worldly luſts, and 
20 live ſolerly, righteouſly, and godh..in 
this preſent « world: that they Sula be look- 
ing for that i ed bope, and glorious ap- 
Pearing of Jeſus Chriſt, the great God and 
our Savior; who gave himſelf for us, that 
be might redeem us from all iniquity, and 
puriſy to himſelf , a peculiar people zealous 
of good war ks, 

The calamities conſequent of the devaſta- 
tion of the Venereal Diſeaſe, particularly, 1 in, 
great cities, to the unwary youth of both 
ſexes, frequently to virtuous wives, innocent 
ſucking children, and unborn babes: toge- 


ther with the ruin of the conſtitutions of 
many 


| L J 
many unhappy ſufferers by unſkilful empy- 
rics; and above all, the deſtruction. of 
the ſoul, by a life of immorality and de- 
bauchery — have excited the compaſſion 
of ſome towards ſuch wretched. objects, 
who have fallen a prey to the worſt of 
thieves, the devil, bad company, and their 
own luſts and paſſions 3 — who, thro” the 
deceitfulneſs of fin, are ſtripped of righ- 
teouſneſs, mortally wounded ; their bo- 
dies waſting, rotting with diſeaſe, and their. 
fouls dead to God, To prevent, as far 
as in their power, a further increaſe of the 
fatal effects of this evil, ſome have ge- 
nerouſly contributed towards the mainte- 
nance of an hoſpital, Their deſign and 
end (as may be feen in their plan) is, not. 
only for the recovery of the natural health 

of ſuch unhappy perſons ; but alſo, to af- 
ford them inſtruction in righteouſneſs : to 
bring them acquainted with the error of 
their ways; to, turn them from darkneſs. to 
light, from the power of ſatan to the living 
Ced: that they may apply, by faith ang 

prayer 
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| prayer to the almighty phyſician, the gd 
Samaritan, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt; and 
through the knowledge of him, and his 
great, free, c o M MO x ſalvation, be per · 
fectly cleanſed from that fouleſt diſeaſe; 
$1N; have the pardon of all their tranſ- 
greſſions: be created anew in Chriſt Feſus 
unto good works: Go and ſin no more; 
and, as they have yielded their members 
ſervants to uncleanneſs, and to iniquity un- 
to iniquity, ſo now, henceforth, they may 
yield themſelves ſervants to righteouſneſs, 
have their fruit unto holineſs, and their 
end be everlaſting life. 

Such an inſtitution cannot be carried 
on at a ſmall expence. Ir is intended for 
public benefit, and requires the aſſiſtance of 
all, whoſe circumſtances will permit them 
to join in carrying on ſo laudable an under- 
taking : to ſolicit their benevolence, the 
motives, ariſing from the doctrine of 
the ſcripture before us, are ſufficiently 
urgent, viz. The miſery of mankind on 
account of ſin : — the example of God our 

Savior, 
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Savior, in his abundant - mercy towards 
us : — his revealed will that we ſhould 
teſtify our gratitude and thanktulneſs, for 
his innumerable bleſſings beſtowed on us, 
by ſhewing mercy, pity and compaſſion 
to our fellow creatures: — with this fur- 
ther inducement, that inaſmuch as we re- 
lieve the diſtreſſes of others, from a prin- 
ciple of love to HIM, HE accepts it ag 
done unto himſelf. | 

When the love of God, as manifeſt- 
ed in the ſcheme of redemption, is known, 
and experienced; and a deſire to pro- 
mote his glory is warm on the heart; 
there the love of our neighbour, of all 
mankind, eſpecially of the diſtreſſed, will 
be evident, by our endeavors to be ſer- 
viceable in promoting their happineſs. 
When theſe things take place in the mind, 
they will influence every one according to 
their ability. The affluent will not give 
grudgingly, or of neceſſity ; but chear- 
fully and liberally : they, who have but 
little of this world's goods will gladly give
